the desire of tho Northern and conserva­ 
tive Democratic leaders that the political 
debate shall stop is perhaps greater.

Moving into the city she fitted up a 
house ou the south side of Sycamore 
street near Bixtli, where she entertained 
the German actresses who chanced to 
fill engagements here, aud where by lier 
special invitations the gay young men 
who had learned to know and who were 
anxious to make the acquaintance of 
the actresses enjoyed many a champagne 
supper. Those envious of her successes 
soon began to whisper about her in­ 
trigues, the stories gaining credence and 
rendering it so unpleasant for her that 
she disappeared as mysteriously as she 
came. Her career since then has been 
that of an 
adroit confidence woman. 
Having chosen so favorable a metropolis 
as New York City as a profitable field for 
tho exercise of lier peculiar genius, she 
commenced her role by making it ii rule 
to pay nothing but her hotel bills, which 
she was obliged to do in order to main­ 
tain tbe corresponding style necessary 
to her operations.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repre­ 
sented in senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows:

Section I. Section ninety-six c of chapter 
I forty-one of the revised statues 
is hereby 
i amended by striking out all after the word 
; “Wisconsin,” and inserting the following: 
And during the period of thirty days, in which 
they shall 
be offered for sale within the 
county, city, villago or town issuing them, as 
provided in this section, they shall be of de­ 
nominations not exceeding one hundred dol­ 
lars, nor less than twenty-five dollars; but 
after tho expiration of said period of thirty 
days, they mar be of any denomination in 
the 
discretion 
of 
tho 
constituted and 
statutory authorities empowered to issue 
them. So that said section, when so amended, 
shall read as follows: Section 960 c. Whenever 
any bonds o f any county, city, village or town 
shall become due and payable, or in anticipa­ 
tion thereof, the constituted or statutory au­ 
thorities having the power by law over the in­ 
terests of the bond payors, may, in their dis­ 
cretion, cause - to be issued, In proper form, 
new bonds, having not more than twenty 
years to run. All bonds which may be issued 
for tho purposes prescribed In sections nine 
hundred and sixty a, nine hundred and sixty 
b, aud this section, shall first be offered for 
sale within the county, city, village or town 
issuing them, for a period of thirty days;

The general law in 
cases is this: new leaves are produced 
upon new wood. The power of old 
wood to retain old leaves makes all the 
differeucc, and that is of no consequence 
in transplanting. 
There are many apparent exceptions 
to this general rule and some real ones; 
but all the phenomena of adventitious 
buds and latent powers of develop­ 
ment arc held in common. The same 
laws govern all, both as to uniformities 
and variations. The practical differ­ 
ences are between different species of 
each family, and not between the two 
families. 
On the average, such ever­ 
green species as are commonly chosen 
for ornamental trees bear transplanting 
better than their deciduous compan­ 
ions; and the same comparison holds 
good in regard to pruning. 
Indeed, 
the more common evergreen 
lawn 
trees are the tame victims of much 
barbarous treatment. 
Many persons 
have no affection for natural beauty 
and no reverence for unstudied grace­ 
fulness. There i& no genuine vitality 
rigid enough to satisfy their longings, 
and they select that which is most 
Eaticnt of contradiction and prune it 
ito artificial formality. 
Hence arise 
ignorant prejudices concerning trees, 
which control the judgment of those 
who know nothing but gardens and 
courtyards, and influence many who 
have opportunity to learn the truth. 
Both evergreen and deciduous trees 
sprout in spring, grow during summer, 
harden their shoots and form terminal 
buds in the autumn, remain torpid in 
winter, each year’s growth forming a 
ring in every tjross section of the trunk. 
The time and method of transplanting 
should, consequently, bo the same for 
both. With ordinary care and skill, 
and reasonably favorable conditions of 
soil and exposure, a thousand Norway 
spruce trees can be set out in fall or 
spring without a single failure. It is 
scarcely possible to do the same thing 
in August with plants over two years 
old, though yearlings can be dibbled in, 
like tomatoes or cabbages, at any time, 
and losses replaced.—Christian Union.

Scotch Shooting. 
A shooting has rather a special mean­ 
ing in Scotland. 
It denotes an area of 
field, “forest," or moor over which 
gentlemen armed with deadly weapons 
bring down various kinds of game, 
estimating their booty not bv any mon­ 
etary standard, but by the ‘pleasure of 
proving themselves to be crack shots. 
Many of these shootings are very valu­ 
able, and are advertised to bo let for 
the season or for a term of years, with 
the same publicity as houses and other 
buildings are elsewhere. 
We are told, 
for instance, of one shooting of 25,tXX) 
acres, well stored with grouse, black 
game, part ridge, roedeer, hare, wild 
duck, woodcock, pheasant and rabbit; 
and having a shooting-box or lodge 
conveniently located and handsomely 
furnished. 
Another 
advertisement 
points to the fact that there are an 
Episcopal church aud a doctor near at 
hand; while the proprietor supplies the 
t*-naut with housekeeper, gamekeeper, 
etc. 
Another dwells on the advantage 
that a well-horsed stage-coach, or a 
steamboat passes at no great distance 
from the lodge. 
Whether those shoot­ 
ings are rented for a single season or 
on lease for a term of years is a matter 
of agreement. 
The rents named range 
between very wide limits, JL40 or JU50 
per annum up to £2,000 or JC3,000, or 
even higher, 
l^et us notice one in­ 
stance, without exactly specifying the 
name, locality, or date. The lodge is 
a fine, handsome house, elegantly fur­ 
nished; has four diuing and sitting 
rooms, thirteen principal bedrooms, 
nine servants’ bedrooms; the kitchen 
department replete with every appli­ 
ance; hot and cold water apparatus; 
coach-house, stabling for twelve horses, 
rooms for coachman, groom, 
keeper, gillies and gardener, 
are 20,000 acres of well-stored grouse 
and low-country shooting, and 10,000

Tonies for Fowls. 
The best tonic is iron, a few drops of 
the tincture beiug mixed with the drink­ 
ing water, or half a dozen rusty nails 
beingthrown to the bottom of the drink­ 
ing vessel. 
This is especially advisable 
during moulting. 
Cayenne pepper and asafoetida are 
good digestive stimulants, and also gen- 
tian. 
Ale is a good stimulant. In using 
cayenne pepper, be careful to buy a 
good article, ami do not use too much 
of it at once, so as to disgust the fow ls, 
nor continue the use of it long. 
Asa- 
tida, garlic and onions all have a 
good effect on the lungs and bronchia. 
Ginger will weaken the digestive organs 
if used too long. 
Charcoal (and you can economically 
use the little bits of charred wood that 
remain after every wood lire) is a good 
purifier of the digestive organs, as it 
absorbs fetid matter. 
It stimulates di­ 
gestion. 
Furnish it in small pieces, 
about the size of grains of corn; they 
will swallow it when they need it, par­ 
ticularly if some in a powdered state 
has been previously added to their soft 
food to teach them. 
Sulphur is very a valuable drug to the 
poulterer, but should be used carefully 
in the case of young chicks, as many 
have been reported killed by its use 
externally, and apparently more often 
when it is used with lard. 
The tine 
powder has often caused blindness by 
getting into 
the chick’s eyes. 
'Tin* 
flour of sulphur is often contaminated 
with oil of vitriol. 
To get this out 
w\osh 3*our sulphur carefully iu hot 
water, which docs not dissolve the sul­ 
phur. To apply it to small chickens, 
sprinkle it from a dredging box and 
keep the chickens out of the w et for the 
next day. Persian insect pow der is safer, 
how’ever. 
Chicken Powder.—Four ounces each 
of copperas, cayenne, 
sulphur and 
resin; powder all and mix; two spoon­ 
fuls for each dozen fowls several times 
weekly. 
Lime-water.—Four ounces of lime 
and one gallon of water; slack the lime 
with a little waiter and pour on the 
rest. Cover and set aside for three 
hours, then pour off the clear liquid 
from the top and use the lime that is 
left when wanted.--American Poultry 
Yard.
